It wa.-ii not til! l) o'clock that the head of 
tbe column reached Fort DC Savcngue and 
entered (he city. Tbe railroad station and 
streets were filled with people looking on 
in silence. 
Many women wept bitterly, 


and the aspect of the whole people was 
sullen and hostile. Troops began to cheer 
when they passed the gate, but soon ceased, 
and marched in silence to the place of the 
cathedral, where they were halted. 
The 


first act of tbe General was to make a 
heavy recjnisition on tbe city in favor of 
the German troops. 
A detachment of ar- 


tillery and infantry took possession of the 
citadel, and pioneers were set at work at 
once to restore the bridge. At ten o'clock 
strong detachments were sent around the 
city to select ciuurtcrs for the troops. 
All 


the public buildings, the besl private man- 
sions, and market-places were at once oc- 
cupied. 
Batteries of li^-bt artillery are es- 


tablished in the place Kleber. At the in- 
terviews 
between 
the authorities and 


General Von Wercler, the latter spoke to 
the authorities in German, and bailed them 
as brethren. They received his remarks 
coldly, answering in French, and when he 
asked for an explanation, one of them 
stated, that Strasbourg had no wish to 
be annexed to Germany; but regarded her- 
self as a conquered city. 
The General lost 


temper, and threatened the city with cou- 
iiscation, to which one of thy counsellors 
quietly replied that he presumed lhac was 
a riucs'iion to be decided not by the General 
but by the Government of Germany and 
the King of Prussia. 


In the afternoon, Von Wcrdcr, at Ibe 


head of a brilliant stuff, entered the city, 
and took up his quarter at the Hotel de 
Ville. 


LONDON, Sept. 2S.—Intense excitement 


was created in diplomatic circles here to- 
day by the reception lit Ihe Foreign Office 
o:' a note from Russia, snyhn: that the ex- 
pansion of ilio boundaries of Prussia com- 
pelled her lo interfere in the present strug- 
gle' ; ilia: Prussia had consistently and per- 
sistently violatee! her treaties,- that to the 
remonstrances of the other "powers she 
gave but insolence, and that now she had 
openly avowed her war on France to be 
one of conquest, lor the acquisition of vast 
provinces, which would make her one of 
the domincnt powers of Europe. It was 
'.he duly of the other poweri to ch civ 
Prussia's policy of aggrandizement, or pre- 
pare for absorption in the German Empire. 
Upon receipt of the note, a special meeting 
of the Privy eouncilVas held, which re- 
mained in session five hours, waiting to 
exchange dispatches' with Lord Lyons, 
Minister at Paris. To-night it was openly 


ami discordant. Its nominees, attempting

1 next moraine to take possession oi' the 


offices of the capital, were refused admis- 
sion by Ibe Bersaglieri, under General, Cad- 
orpa's orders. Tlie Republicans say' the
